Boys; although I muſt confeſs that they are of excellent uſe to Ma- 
ſters, and ſuch as have any competent knowledge of the Language; 
for what advantage can a young Boy reap by a Learned and Elabora 
Latin Commentarie, who cannot without great pains underſtand 
Corderius, or Sebaſt. Caft. Dialogues, which are far eafier than any La. 
tin Commentarie I know? An Arabick Commentar on -an Arabick 
Author might be of great uſe to a Native Arabian, who underſtood 
the Language: But if I were to ſtudie it, I would rather chooſe a Tran- 
{lation and Commentary in a Language underſtand; The Greek Poets 
are all tranſlated into Latin Proſe, why may not then the Latin Poets 
be tranſlated into Eng/i ? If I were to ſtudy Homer's Works, I am 
ſure I would ſooner underſtand him by the Latin Tranſlation, than I 
could do by the eaſieſt and moſt elaborat Greek Commentary. 11
